Continues to Lag 875% 


City registration figures for Tuesday continued to show 
the same lag of about 8% percent behind 1944 as on Monday, 


the first day of registration. 


Yesterday’s figures. were not 


to press last night. 

The total registering the first two 
days in the city was 865,547, as 
compared with 944, 450 in the last 
presidential election. If the same 
rate of decline holds for the week, 
the total figure in the city will 
barely reach the 3,000,000 mark. 

Taking into account the increase 
in population, a 3,000,000 figure 
would mean a smaller participation 
in elections than in any presiden- 
tial race since 1932. It would in- 
dicate a tendency to return to the 
pre-Roosevelt voting pattern when 
a smallér portion of the population 
took part in elections than dur- 
ing the Roosevelt. period. 

ALL COUNTIES DECLINE 

All counties showed a_ decline 
from 1944. Manhattan, which had 
registered 110 more people on Mon- 
day than on the first day four years

Churchill called for- a European 
split and the organizatilon of a 
western European federation, Dew- 
ey has constantly repeated this 
idea, as has his foreign policy 
“brain,” John Foster Dulles. 

- Yet, after having embraced it and 
trumpeted it everywhere Dewey 
still dares assail the Russians for 
acting on its logic..

Gov't Survey Shows 
Savings Disappearing 


By Labor Research Assn. 


R. AND MRS. CONSUMER don’t need a government 
study to tell them that they don’t have enough in- 
come to meet the still-rising cost of food and other neces- 


Saries, Savings are fast disap- 
pearing into the weekly outgo. 
But what most families know by 
experience is°- now confirmed by 
the authoritative Federal Reserve 
Board in its an- : 
nual Survey of 
Consumer Fi-. 
nances (Federal el 
Reserve Bul- “TT 
letin, July, 1948). }+ 
One-third of all '° 
the families 
(spending units) 
in the United States used up some 
of their savings during 1947. 
These 16,000,000 families with- 
drew during the year about 
$15,000,000,000 of the ‘liquid. assets 
they had held in government 
bonds, savings accounts or check- 
ing accounts. “Lower income 
groups used their assets most fre- 
quently for nondurable goods and 
services,” the survey pointed out. 
In other words, for daily. living 
expenses. 


WOR RESEARCH 
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IN VETERANS’ FAMILIES, 
over two-thirds of those receiving 
terminal leave bonds cashed them 


-during 1947,*‘primarily for use in 


buying consumer goods,” as the 
FRB puts it. 

(In this FRB survey, the words 
“spending unit” are used for “all 
persons living in the same dwelling 
and belonging in the same family, 
who pooled their income to meet 
major expenses.” It does not in- 
clude persons living in institutions 
or persons, such as roomers, who 
are not of the same family.) 

But while people in the middle 
and lower income groups were 
withdrawing their savings,: the 
rich families were piling up more. 
The top tenth who have incomes 
of $5,700 and over, saved about 
$7,000,000,000 last year and that’s 
a lot of monéy. 

Some people have everything. 
That’s the way a young friend of 
ours sums up the distribution of 
income and savings in this coun- 
try. “To him that hath shall be

WASHINGTON 
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Mort OF THE NEWSPAPERS I read have devoted little attention to what is actualy 


one of the most sensational developments of the past few days. I refer to the an- 
nouncement in Paris of the formation of a military alliance by the five nations of the 


so-called Western Union—Brit- 
ain, France, Belgium, Netherlands 
and Luxembourg. 

The announcement was not a 
surprise, because the fact that 
negotiations were under way was 
a matter of public record. More- 


| over, this outcome was assured 


from the moment in March 17 
when. the agreement between 
these powers, known as the Brus- 
sels pact, was signed. 


Western Union was formed at 
the instigation of the U.S. State 
Department, and its -flowering 
into.a full-blown military alliance 
has’ been guided and nurtured 
by the U.S. national military es- 
tablishment. Both the U.S. and 


Canada had: “observers” in Paris 


participating in working out the 
details of standardized military 
units, armaments, equipment and 
practices. ” 


The next step is to compile a 
list of the arms requirements of 
these countries so that Congress 
can authorize their supply, either 
as lend-lease or on some easy 
terms. Such Congressional ac- 


tion is considered by State De- . 


partment officials as advisable, 
although not entirely necessary. 
It is their opinion that public 
sentiment might be outraged if 
appropri- 
ated for “recovery” and “relief,” 
were used for the purchase of 
planes and tanks.

HOWEVER, as the result of 
these developments, there is now 
in existence a Western military 


bloc, to be armed, supplied «and, 
it goes without saying, rr 
by the US. 


Thus we have one of the first 


fruits of the Vandenberg resolu- 
tion, adopted by the Senate last 
June ll. The pertinent part, of 


that resolution is its instruction | 


to the President to work through 
the United Nations to achieve: 

“Progressive development of re- 
gional and other collective ar- 
rangements for individual and 


collective self defense in aecord-. 
ance with the eitiehniied win:

ter. 


“Association of the U. S., by 
Constitutional process, with such 
regional and other collective ar- 
rangements as ... affect its na- 
tional security.” a 


It is significant that the West- 
ern military bloc was created un- 
der cover of the United Nations 
charter. 


Ironically, it is in this same 
Vandenberg resolution that the 
President is directed to work for 
a limitation on the use of the 
veto in the United Nations. Iron- 
ical, because both of these moves, 
limitation of the veto’ and the 
fostering of the Western Union, 
are aimed at undermining and 
destroying the UN as the world 
peace agency passionately desired 
by the people of the world.

IT IS CORRECT, in a sense, 
to say that this concept of the 
UN was destroyed when the U. 8. 
abandoned the  ‘Rooseveltian 


course of seeking world stability - 
understanding

and the partition of Germany 
were therefore not only chilly bat- 
tles in the cold war; they were 
also progressive steps away from 
the heartening vision of one world, 
and down into the tortuous chasm 
where hot war is an all-present 
danger.

‘DANGEROUS PRECEDENT’. 

The department charged that the 
Un-American Committee conducted

partment of Justice what cases it 
will or wil) not prosecute.”

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Laurence Olivier’: "s ‘Ham let? 


By Herb Tank 


CTOR-DIRECTOR Laurence Olivier’s movie Hamlet is 
an admirable one, and a pretty terrific job all the 
way. In Hamlet’s own words “‘Rashly, and prais’d be rash- 
ness.” Rashly, because Olivier and co-editor Alan Dent 
have cut and slashed into the text and the bookish boys 
who would keep the Dane for their private scholarly de- 
bates will probably scream bloody ‘murder as if their own 
anatomy had been operated on. Prais’d be rashness, be- 
cause the best of Shakespeare has in this instance been 
” used as raw material for cinematic excitement. Olivier has 


stripped the play for action and 
boldly invited cameraman, sound 
technicians, and film editors in- 
to the act. Hamlet is first rate 
movie making. I.even suspect 
it would have been good if it 
hadn’t been written by the much 
studied Bard, which is more than 
I can say for a lot of stage pro- 
ductions I’ve seen. 

Cutting a Jengthy four and a 
“half hour play down to two and 
a half hours of film is no easy 
job. Wisely, I think, the film 
makers have cut with a .sharp 
eye to the movie medium and 
with little regard for tradition 
which “does make cowards” of 
too many Shakespearian produc- 
ers, 
. * . 

In most instances.the cutting 
seems to have been inspired by 
a desire for clarity and direct- 
ness of plotting, motivation and 
character. Excessive pondering 
is not permitted to stand in the 
way of relentless action, -and 
characters who might have slow- 
ed down the pace of the film are 
tossed out on their ear. The char- 
acters who get the heave-ho are 
Rosencrantz and Guildenstern, 
and Fortinbras. Of these, Fortin- 


bras is most missed by me, but_ 


only from the point of view of 
the play’s meaning. In a play 


of representative types the skill- ~ 


ful, assured and well adapted 
Fortinbras stands cut as a minor 
character, but essentially the 
healthiest character in the play. 

Of the lines most likely to be 
missed is the O what a rogue and 
peasant slave am I soliloquy, 
which along with Hew all oc- 
casions do inform against me, is 
out. The cutting of these lines 
so jovingly mouthed by every 
other Hamlet indkates that 
Olivier can be as harsh to him- 
self as to the Bard for they would 
have peen his te deliver. Numer- 
ous words of the origina] text 
have been changed, too, for 
clarity and a more modern idiom. 

Wisest cutting of all is the re- 


‘~ moval of descriptive passages. A 


roving and imaginative camera 
brings directly to the eye things 
that Shakespeare had left to the 
mouthing of actors and the ears 
‘of the audience. It is often 
argued thaf a stageplay is pitched 
to the ear and a movie to the 
eye and this is essentially true, 
but a wise and skillful adapta- 
tion for screen can be tuned to 
both, and this for the most part, 
has béen accomplished in Olivier’ s 
Hamlet.

it seems to me that more of the 
play comes through—more of the 
meaning and. direction, and the 
kind of melodramatic excitement 
it musi have had in Elizabethan 
times—in this film version than 
in most of the weighty stage pro- 


’ ductions. The reasons: most stage 


productions suffer from an over- 
dose of bookishness, and an over- 
dose of the lead actor who often 
manages to turn the play into 
something resembling opera, with 
plot serving: only to hang together 
soliioquys that become like opera- 
i\ic arias both in sound and ap- 
pearance. The film has noné of 
this, instead plot, action, charac- 
ter and conflict is the thing. 


More than anything else it is 
Olivier’s direction that gives the 
film its vigor and rare. excite- 
ment. Giving himself both the di- 
rectorial chores and- the key role 
however works to the occasional 
disadvantage of both tasks. The 
direction is uneven. Certain scenes 
are magnificent and could hardly 
be improved upon. Some lack as- 
surance and seem uncertain of 
their style and relationship to the 
production as a whole. 

Really tops, though, is the play 
within the play sequence. .Cine- 
matic sparks fly and the audi- 
ence’s breath comes more quickly 
as the horror and shock of the 
sequence unfolds. ‘Equally vivid 
are the scenes between Hamlet 
and the Queen, and the action 
packed, corpse strewn wind up 
that could never be handled as 
well on stage. And I. doubt if the 
stage has ever established char- 
acter and conflict as y as 
camera and soundtrack do in the 
early scene that marks the first 
council meeting since the marriage 
of Hamlet’s mother and hig uncle's 
coronation. 

Direction, if not the perform- 
ances, stumble in Ophelia’s scenes 
but then so did Shakespeare. And 
a director’s hand is occasionally 
lacking in the scenes that are 
Hamlet’s own.

He 
is critical of the degeneracy of 
the feudal court and yet cannot 
escape being part of it. Unlike 
Laertes at one extreme and For-

other... He is the critic without 
solution. 


There are few actors with, the 
control, the assurance, and the 
strength of Olivier.
